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FINAL OFFICE ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendments and accompanying remarks filed 9/09/04 have been 
entered and carefully considered. Applicant's amendment is not found to patentably 
distinguish the claims over the prior art, and Applicant's arguments are not found 
persuasive of patentability for reasons set forth herein he\o\N. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-6 and 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cole (6444214), as stated in the previous office actions. 

3. The incorporation of the limitations of claim 7 into claim 1 does not overcome the 
previously stated rejection since claim 7 was included in the previous rejection. As 
stated in the Non-Final Office Action dated 4/10/03, Cole possesses applicant's claimed 
strength properties (col. 37, lines 50-65).
